“The allied reply to Preside**: Wilson 
is understood to differ considerably in 
tone and tenor from the answer giv­ 
en to Germany. 
It is believed to be 
conceived in a spirit of frankness and 
cordiality ahd to define broadly the 
only terras upo» which the allies will 
contemplate peace. 
It appears to be 
addressed in reality, if not in form, 
quits as much to the American peo­ 
ple as to President Wilson and to con­ 
stitute a crushing rejoinder to the 
German pretentions to humanitarian 
sttoiment. 
It Is said not to be much 
longer than the recent reply to Ger­ 
many."
